The recitations of the specific features of the mobile vehicle hail cover in claim 1 
including especially the construction of the individual protective cover sheets, which are placed 
in top of the hood, the roof, and the trunk of an automobile, consisting of an impact absorbing 
material, sufficient to absorb and disperse the kinetic energy from falling hails objects, cover 
sheets may all be interconnected to each other via elastic straps, forming one solid 
interconnected structure, whereby the mobile vehicle hail cover protects the moving vehicle from 
failing hail, it does not cover any windows, headlights, turn signals, brake lights, and mirrors of 
the moving vehicle to allow for safe and legal driving operation of the vehicle while the mobile 
vehicle hail cover is installed is not taught nor is fairly suggested by the prior art of record.
